CUSTARD AND PLAIN CAKES. 

The moment custard done it 
should be taken from the oven and out 
of the basin of hot water in which it is 
cooked.

The proper test is to insert 
the blade of a knife down to the bottom 
of the custard and if it comes out with- 
out any liquid adhering itis done. Cus- 
tard should be made of fresh material, 
and bakes better in a shallow dish than 
in a deep one. The oven heat must 
moderate, and the cups or large dish 
containing the custard set in a shallow 
pan or dipping pan half filled with water. 
Do-not cover in baking. 

For the -yarious forms of baked and 
boiled custard, four eggs to a quart of 
milk are sufficient for all purposes, though 
six eggs may be used if you wish it 
éxceptionally. rich. 
beaten too much ‘in making a custard, 
but only so that the eggs do not string. 
Overbeating tends to make it curdle. A 
tablespoonful of sugar to an egg is the 
usual amount allowed. The flavoring 
may be nutmeg, rose or vanilla.

ishing vear after year until it is feared that 
it will have soon reached the vanishing point 
and we shall have become a creditor nation. 
The rapid decline in the volume of our 
exports of foodstutis is largely due to the 
fact that our steadily increasing population is consuming more and 
more of our farm products. Unless the agricultural area is greatly 
increased or better methods are used in farming in order to obtain 
greater results from the soil now under cultivation it is evident that 
it will not be a great while until we consume all that our farms are 
able to produce. Then, in order to maintain an excess of exports 
over imports, it will be necessary for this country greatly to increase 
exports of manufactured products. 

How rapidly we are approaching the time when imports are 
likely to exceed exports may be judged when it 1s realized that from 
an excess of exports over imports in 1900 of $648,798,399 the 
amount dwindled to $252,590,691 last vear. This year the figures 
will show a still smaller excess, probably less than half of that of 


last vear. The enormous increase of wealth of this country has 
encouraged the increase of imports. Exports have diminished for 
the same reason, because our increased wealth has tended to raise 
our commodity prices. Foreign countries have been forced to seek 
other markets than the United States for their foodstuffs. 

By increasing our exports of manufactured products this 
country will be enabled to solve the problem. And it is reasonable 
to expect that this will be done. Most of our great manutacturing 
concerns have been: satisfied with almost exclusively a domestic busi- 
ness. Little attention has been paid by them to the business that 
might be obtained 1n other lands, while the smaller concerns have 
done nothing toward securing a foreign outlet for their products 
Now there is untold opportunity in foreign countries tor the American 
inanufacturer. The field abroad has been occupied by German, Eng- 
lish and French interests. In some countries the competition is keen, 
and the most serious problem confronting our manufacturers is one 
of prices. Foreign labor is so much cheaper as a general thing than 
that of America that it is a difficult matter in some cases for our 
inanufacturers to obtain business because of the higher prices they 
are forced to require. 

There is not the slightest doubt that our foreign trade could be 
enormously increased if American manufacturers and exporters were 
to put forth an effort worthy of the results obtainable. American 
consuls in the various parts of the world are practically unanimous 
in the opinion that soliciting business by catalogue does not pay. 
\Vhen expressing themselves on the subject they invariably insist 
that the field should be worked by personal representatives, following 
the successful method of the I.nglish, French and German manufac- 
turers. And the great majority of them declare that unlimited 
opportunity 1s awaiting us. The fact that the value of American 
automobiles sent abroad during the fiscal year 1910 was almost 
double that of 1909, whereas imported cars showed a marked talling 
off, indicates what may be accomplished in one industry. If such 

esults are obtainable in one direction there is reason to believe that 
8 proper effort other industries would enjoy similar expansion.

ATTENTION 1s called by President \WWoodrow 
Wilson of Princeton University to the dimi- 
nution in the supply of constitutional lawyers, 
a situation for which he suggests no remedy. 
By his statement President Wilson evidently 
does not intend to convey the meaning that 
part of the honored science of jurisprudence 
is falling into disrepute, but that in these 
days of technicalities and attenuated spe- 
cialization the students of the law usually 
devote less time to analysis of underlying principles than to acquire- 
ment of immediately necessary information that will enable them to 
practise the profession soon. Even the once cherished works of 
Blackstone as a rule are scanned hurriedly, while those of other 
didactic modern writers receive hardly more consideration. 
Some prospective jurists after donning their togas are content 
handle routine office work or attend to the interests of clients 
in civil and criminal cases; but more, as President Wilson says, 
‘have been sucked into the maelstrom of the new business system 
of the country.” All rise or gravitate eventually to the levels out- 
lined by their respective degrees of legal knowledge, but few have 
more than a smattering of “the law which deals with the nature 
and organization of government, its sovereign powers and _ their 
distribution and mode of exercise.” Heénce President Wilson's 
assertion that while American constitutional lawyers have been 
relegated to the supreme court, no one has paused to ascertain where 
others are to be found when vacancies occur in that great tribunal. 
In other words the average lawyer does not qualify to help pass 
upon the constitutionality of laws enacted by Congress or oft-erring 
state legislatures or sustain or reverse the decisions of state courts. 
While the welfare of every nation demands that there be a 
goodly supply of authorities on constitutional law, it 1s improbable 
that the American Bar Association will admit the’ general truth of 
the Wilson declaration. Who can doubt that there are plenty of 
Americans, well grounded in constitutional law, that would come 
forward if their services were needed and modify confusion in 
judicature and administration? Is it not likely that they are remain- 
ing in the background because so few specialists in constitutional 
law are kept busy in court procedure, and other branches of the 
legal profession are so much more profitable? This pronouncement
